On such a farm everything produc¬ 
ed except beets is fej to livestock 
with s:me additional feed! purchased, 
the manure thus produced when flas 
cd on the land will do much to main 
lain the fertility of the soil and per¬ 
mit the maintenance of high yield . 
Perhaps the most imp:riant implc- 
menton such a farm will be a manure 
spreader. An implement that will 
do a lot to keep young men interest 
e d in farming. 

I have nct provided for much ad- 
litional labor. In our average family 
v/e have enough help to handle ** 
section except in rush times of hay¬ 
ing and harvesting. The profer util¬ 
ization of tills labour will constitute 
an impoitant factor in our subsequ¬ 
ent labour income. 

Livestock fe.cing gives us profitable 
winter occupation a thing that io 
lacking in far too many casee. 

It should be understood, however, 
that preparation must be made by a 
prcprly planned cropping ojstcm to 
take care of livestock before they can 
be maJe a profitable part of our 
farming. 

Agriculture should look t"> be’ter 
times— a higher standard of living, 
more leisure, les 1 drudgery in an 1 
out of the home, more branty and 
better educational facilities ure due 
thc farmer and his family. These 
things can only come by inceraaed 
returns. If by growing a good farm 
garden, curing, cunning our own veg 
etablcs, fruits and meats we can save 
a large percentage of the $1000 I 
have put down for living expenses 
our returns will be increased, —If by 
greater care cf machinery and other 
equipment and storing and feeding 
of fod lor v/e cun make savings this 
means dollars earned.

I'm' town. Aft 2 r all, when w, gel re¬ 
bel \\e are running up bills that 
c c.teone must pay, and app.i*vntly 
t ns fact is often lost si.rht oi by 
1 h ore who apply for relief. Somebody 
.■M t pay. and that somebody Is the 
individual who pays his taxes, \ ~o 
vd a :• r hi:? cwu household, and o iu 
l-erts the- institutions of the Pnvn. 't 
io r.oi tt l*o wondered then ’.hat poo 
P*e tire of seeing the same people 
afi r *\>>icf, and at the same tim? ft».d 
ing fail*: because the Town do. sr/t 
ban-1 out More money for them. 

'lie3 **i not idle talk. Cases lire 
this have been brought to light. Peo 
pie come for relief, and at times 
v. ant the very beat and almost dei 
mand it. It seems that when we be- 
ccmo dependent on others, that wo 
should be satisfied with whatsver is 
given, ar.J not endeavor to get the 
\ery best. Has the spirit of being in¬ 
dependent and self-sustaining broken 
down ? Do we think the world owe? 
us a living and a very good one? Do 
we think people should be glad to 
continually hand out to us? Or what 
is wrong? 

Wc are not intimating that the 
hungry and poor should not be cared 
for. As long as lif e and being last, it 
is our duty to be our brother's keep¬ 
er and help him In his need. But 
there is a limit to all thing3. The 
spirit of brotherly love begins to die 
out when any person feels he is being 
made the goat. 

We arc in the planting tim 2 of the 
year now. What arc the families who 
have been on the relict doing or 
thinking in the way of preparation 
for another winter. Do th:y expect to 
go through the summer without a 
garden, or at best a i nwill one, and 
then depend again on cha.ity for the 
coming winter? Will th’y enter the 
cold weather again with an emj ty 
coal bin, and live up to all that io 
made during the summer. If they do 
it i.i likely they will be cared for. 
But it is not right, and there will 
come a time when it will not be e > 
dured. 

One town decided at its la3t meet 
ing that they would offer every fam¬ 
ily that had been on relief this win¬ 
ter a plot of ground on which to rai 
se a bounteous supply of garden 
stuff, and if necessary, they would be 
cn buy the seed for them, but they 
want d it understood that there 
would be no direct relief this coming 
winter. This may b* a drastic step, 
but it is quite justifiable, and we 
beTieve, a step in the right direction, 
p. id will likely tend to discourage 
the growing tendency to as!: for 
public assistance. 

The^e is alivavs work in the sum¬ 
mer and fall. Wages may not be all 
that could be desired, but tin re is al¬ 
ways acme gain, and in time3 like 
these when people make a dollar they 
owe it to themselves and to the com¬ 
munity to think about the future be¬ 
fore vhe money is consumed on the 
pleasures and whims of the present. 

We arc net minimizing the serious 
nature of the present situation, r.or 
me we blind to the fact that many 
people are in their present circum¬ 
stances through no fault of their own 
At the same time, when we see un¬ 
employed demanding money for loaf¬ 
ing, refusing to go out and work for 
their boar i and a small monthly 
wage, because they like to loaf better 
rind be fed by the Government, and 
when delegations go to Legislatures 
and ask fer unemployment insurance 
at full time rates without cost to the 
rr ipiont, then we say it is time to 
call a halt. This is a spirit that will 
tend lo discourage personal effort, 
nnd personal sacrifice, and if follow- 
f 1 l r ng enough would result in the 
b akOr.vn of our present civilization 
and the social order of things. 

Many argue that we are due for a 
change. Maybe so, but any system 
1 ‘ at tends to foster idleness, that 
< people to think the world ow- 

c j them a living whether they work 
i r not, and that fails to regard the 
D-.v of supply and demand in labor 
as well as other lines, is a system 
that in the end could lead only to
